Record

test can hardly repress a thrill at the news that Bess 

Johanna Ormsby 263341 has freshened again at the 
age of just over twelve years and has made another 41-lb. 
record, the fourth in her lifetime. She has now freshened 
nine times, once with twins, and has made seven shert- 
time records averaging over 37 lbs., which is a world’s 
record average. She is the only cow with two records 
above 43 lbs., four above 40 lbs., five above 38 lbs. or six 
above 37 lbs. and she shares with Eco-Sylv Belle Pietje the 
honor of having three records above 41 lbs. She is the 
only cow with six records averaging over 40 lbs. 

In adidtion to her great work on short test, she has 
made a year record of 1,497.61 lbs., three 305-day records 
above 1,000 lbs., and another 305-day record of well over 
900 lbs., besides a year record as a two-year-old of 881 lbs. 
Her six long time records, three of them in the 305-day 
division, average 1,076.26 lbs. butter from 21,343.45 Ibs. 
milk, the average test for the six long-time records being 
4.03%, while her four 305-day records average well over 
1,000 Ibs. 

By her latest 41-lb. record, Bess Johanna Ormsby becomes 
the world’s champion 12-year-old and the only cow over 11 
years old to make a record above 40 lbs. butter. Just 
before her last calving she weighed 2,170 lbs., and we be- 
lieve we can acclaim her as the largest 12-year-old cow of 
any of the dairy breeds. Because of her advanced age 
and her value as a breeding cow, her owners, Winterthur 
Farms, Winterthur, 
Delaware, do not plan 
to run her on long 
test this year. They 
will let her take 
things easy this vear 
and will breed her to 
freshen again next 
fall or early winter.

cow. Her first calf was dropped as a senior two-year-old, 
June 28, 1917, and her ninth freshening came less than 
914 years later, December 26, 1926. She has had during 
this period, ten calves, nine sons and a daughter. Two of 
her sons were unfortunately lost while very young. Her 
two oldest sons are making good in the West, King Bess 
Johanna Ormsby in Wisconsin and Winterthur Ormsby 
in Indiana. Five of her younger sons are still owned at 
Winterthur Farms, as is her only daughter. Two of these 
are making good as sires and the younger ones show great 
promise. 

Her oldest son, King Bess Johanna Ormsby, accord- 
ing to Vol. 37 of the Blue Book, has 12 A. R. daughters, 
including two three-year-olds with 865 and 909 Ibs. and 
two two-year-olds with 832 and 861 lbs.

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A Rhode Island View 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I agree “that it is time to make a start on some defi- 
nite plan” relative to Selective Registration of Herd 
Sires. 

Unquestionably this subject requires much keen study 
and thought; it is wise not to attempt the enforcement 
of Selective Registration upon our breeders; like all 
intensely revolutionary processes, this must be brought 
about gradually through a proper presentation of this 
subject to the breeders of Holstein-Friesians, and when 
they have been properly educated we will be wondering 
how ever it happened to be done without so long 

At first, many of us, particularly small herd owners 
and breeders, will greatly dislike to remove animals from 
the herd that have demonstrated their ability to produce, 
and even reproduce, although they may score so low in 
the Selective Scale as to be undesirable from this method 
of Selective Registration. Occasionally there is to be 
found a high producing and, testing animal that is rather 
remote from ‘characteristic type. We have got to be taught, 
or we have to teach ourselves that harsh as this measure 
may seen at its inception, once we start in, we must relig- 
iously practice this Selective Registration, if we are later 
to profit by increased point scoring on their offspring. 
Finally, it will be somewhat like the grading of apples; 
no one wants to buy second and third grades, when he 
can readily purchase first grade fruit. Like the grading 
of fruits and vegetables, perhaps, future buyers of dairy 
cattle will grade and select his sires and dams, and 
thus for sound business reasons, the breeder will find 
that he has been educated,—that the buyer is educated, 
and so he too has to grade his animals by a standard 
system of Selective Registration. This surely will come 
as the result of the breeder’s education in the importance 
of this constructive work. 


Several years ago our Rhode Island Holstein-Friesian 
Association realized the fact or necessity of breeding, 
raising and owning or selling animals of merit, if we 
were to compete, even in a small measure with the breed- 
ers in the large dairy states. To this end we adopted 
a Herd Test Plan, wherein every animal in milk was to 
undergo a system of test for fat and milk production, 
in order that we might be better informed as to the quali- 
ty,—or its lack,—in the producing animals of our herds. 
Then we pledged ourselves as members of this really 
progressive association that we either would not register 
or sell our bull or heifer calves from dams that did not 
produce as a minimum within one year, the following 
quantity of milk: 


Two-year-old heifers ............ 7,500 lbs 
Three-year-old heifers ........... 8,500 Ibs. 
Four-year-old and mature cows .. 10,000 lbs. 


To this end you will remember the resolution I was 
requested to introduce by our State Association at the 
June Convention at Grand Rapids, 1925, and that pen- 
alties or double fees for the nonregistration of such 
heifers until in milk and of proven worth, would 
not be imposed. This was shown to me by the 
Committee on Resolutions to be impracticable and 
that we had recourse to apply for registration at the 
minimum fee and withhold the complete registration until 
the animals in question were elegible according to our 
proposed plan. We have given up this part of our pro- 
gram but as breeders we are agreed that we will not sell 
offspring only as we at first intended. We are well along 
in our second year of Herd Improvement Test Plan, and 
those of us who either never tested our cows Officially 
or privately, have learned many things about the animals 
of our herds. So you see, we really have made a begin- 
ning or “start on a definite plan.” Even from the first 
milking of my very first cow, we have weighed the milk 
from every animal, at every milking; tested the fat content 
as in A. R. O. work for periods of seven and thirty days. 
then making a composite sample of each cow’s milk several 
times a month for fat determination, and at every milking 
the entire year around we take and test samples of milk 
from the mixed product of the entire herd. We have 
made a feeble start; we have learned about our animals,

and learning more monthly. We are only saving the 
best calves from our best animals as to type and pro- 
duction. In my own herd we have within the last few 
months had six of our bred and developed heifers that 
are exceeding somewhat the fat of their dams, and pro- 
ducing from more than fifty to sixty-five pounds daily on 
three milkings. One heifer. freshened at twenty-one 
months, eight days, and the other from twenty-three to 
twenty-eight months of age. I cite this at some length 
to indicate my idea of the value of herd improvement 
through even a simple “homemade” plan of Selective 
Registration. 

Through some such plan as that employed at present 
in Canada, we can only hope for the best results. I like 
it. Time, following practical application of its require- 
ments for standards, will demonstrate whether we need 
to modify those standards materially. I gather from what 
Mr. Chris Houck had to say, that following the two years 
of practical application in his Association that they have 
not found any apparent ground for causing any changes 
in their plan. I agree that much of the value of their 
plan lies in the fact that a competent inspector is the 
very best educational factor to the small breeder particu- 
larly. Also it will tend to increase testing, whether Herd 
Testing or A. R. O. work, in order that the breeder-owner 
of a herd may learn to just what advantage this plan of 
Selective Registration is to him. It is for this very reason 
that I have interested myself and others in the Herd Test 
Plan,—the real value lying in the fact that every cow in 
the herd in milk is tested, an intimate knowledge of her 
capabilities ascertained, what sires to breed her too, all 
tending to Selective Registration and subsequent herd 
improvement, 

From the personnel of the Committee appointed, I 
am certain that a plan for real Selective Registration 
will be forthcoming next June at Springfield.

Selective Registration Must Be Practical 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
I think the progress being made by the Committee on 
Selective Registration is in the main praiseworthy. 


If we make the rule that a bull in order to be regis- 
tered must have a tested dam, then it follows in my 
opinion, we must have an easier method of making such 
dam’s record. The Cow Testing Association, two-times- 
a-day-milking, holds a great future for the breed. This 
two-times milking record should by all means be con- 
sidered one of the bases for the dam’s record conditional 
for the registering of male offspring. 

For instance, would you deny registration to the son 
of Joy of Pledge (by the Field sire) which I secured from 
Mr. Miller, or from sisters, dams and daughters in my 
herd of the best cows in Mr. Miller’s, unless I go to the 
expense of making early records, four-times milking? 


Individuality is after all the-pivotal consideration, if 
that individuality is the result of known blood lines of 
productability. 

Mark Comstock, I think, suggests, that given two 
horses, one of creditable, known and recognized ancestry 
but of rather poor individuality, and the other of good 
individuality but of ancestry known to be inferior or un- 
known, the former will usually win in the race. 


Of course, we do not want to breed in the undesirable 
individuality, but I predict that if the registration of Hol- 
stein bulls is based upon too stringent a milk record test 
many of our best bulls will be denied registration and the 
breed deteriorate. After all, the record of production that 
the Holstein industry is looking for is such that under 
ordinary farm conditions will fill the milk pail over-flow- 
ing. 

Criticism is made justly, perhaps, that cattle breeding 
is the rich man’s game. Holstein breeders must do 
nothing to be more guilty of the indictment. We must 
not lose track of our objective in the details, namely: 
improvement of the Holstein breed in the interests of 
better farming for the good of the country and humanity 
at large.

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Argues Against Record Requirements 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

It is rather hard for me to express myself in a letter 
but have been thinking about selective registration for 
some time. 

I can’t see why a buli should be from a record cow. 
The way it looks to me is that type is or should be all 
that would be necessary. I wonder how many of the 
breeders taking them as a whole, little and big, the be- 
ginner and the one who has been breeding Holsteins for 
a long time, are doing official work? I may be mistaken, 
but doubt if 50% of them do and if I am right it seems 
to me that it is showing favors to the larger breeder or 
the one with money. 

I think I have as good a show to get a bull in the 
selective registration as the next fellow as long as it 
stays by type but if it comes to records I won’t be in it 
and I don’t think there will be very many from North 
Dakota that will get in on it. Now don’t get me wrong, 
I am in favor of selective registration but for type only. 
Sitting here looking at the picture of the true type model 
of the bull the Holstein Association sent-out I think we 
have a long way to go yet before we are paying too much 
attention to type and neglecting production, for a bull 
or cow built like the true type will increase production for 
a long time yet.

S T Wood’s Views on Selective Registration 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Regarding the proposition of Selective Registration, 
first of all, we must not lose sight of the fact that it is 
a tremendously large proposition and that it must be 
handled with the utmost care, feeling our way cautiously 
lest we get away to false starts and swing off on either 
worthless or detrimental tangents. 


I am most heartily in accord with the fifth paragraph 
of the article which appeared in the January 8th issue of 
the World. Certainly the greatest good cannot be accom- 
plished until the masses are ready for the proposition to 
be put over. It is human nattare to resent what we are 
told must be and yet we gladly do those self-same things, 
if we are first educated to their advisability. The politi- 
cal champions of “Personal Liberty” have on many hands 
pointed out the fallacy of arbitrarily delineating the 
course of procedure for others. 

In this connection, we must ever be mindful of the 
fact that the “little fellow’? in the business usually gets 
his start from the “big’”’ or at least bigger fellow and that 
he is emulating to a greater or less degree the supposed 
success of this so-called big fellow. Thus, I contend, as 
will any man who has had equal opportunity with me 
to watch conditions, if there is a need of Selective Reg- 
istration today, some of our most prominent breeders are 
to be justly charged with a large share of the responsi- 
bility for such a condition and it therefore behooves the 
big men of the industry today to so watch and safe-guard 
their movements in this matter that the great masses of 
breeders can derive the most good and that without suf- 
fering an interval of hardship. 

What may be accomplished in another country may be 
a vastly different proposition when placed before the 
people of the United States. The Netherlands embraces 
a country with an area of 12,648 square miles, while the 
United States has an extent of 3,026,789 square miles, 
this exclusive of its territories and possession. While 
Canada is a little larger as regards area its population 
is only about a twelfth that of the United States and in 
comparing their Holstein-Friesian Herd Books, I find that 
Vol. 29 of the Canadian book figures a total of 208,950 
animals registered in their association, while Vol. 55 of 
the American association figures a total of 1,476,300 ani- 
mals registered. My comparison is in no way to be con- 
strued as deprecatory to any other country or association 
but merely to try and bring before us the problem which 
confronts us. 

At this stage of the proceedings, I believe the greatest 
good can be accomplished through educational efforts 
rather than by the setting of arbitrary standards. The 
True Type committee put forth a very excellent piece of 
extension work in this line but even here we must watch 
out lest the pendulum swing too far for many are losing 
sight of the heritage an animal possesses and the import- 
ance it plays not only in her own ability to produce but in 
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his or her ability to transmit those qualities which we de- 
sire in succeeding generations. 


Mr. Ghormley has suggested a way for the elimina- 
tion from registration of those that are deemed unworthy 
of registration but I believe that proposition could bet- 
ter be handled in the reverse order to his suggestion. In 
deferring registration, we encounter the financial objec- 
tion offered by Mr. Noyes and Mr. Reynolds. There would 
also be a certain amount of duplicated effort at the Secre- 
ary’s office and an increased filing system for the keeping 
of such records. Instead of such a procedure, I would 
suggest that all animals be registered as at present with 
the provision that, at some time arbitrarily determined 
(e. g. any time prior to the animal attaining the age of 
three years) the owner be allowed to return the certifi- 
cate of registration and that the registration fees be re- 
funded to him. Of course, there are some details that 
would have to be worked out in connection with this, 
such as the involving of progeny which may have already 
been recorded, etc. Such a procedure would have the 
added advantage in simplifying matters when getting in- 
demnity for T. B. cattle. 


I notice discussion was had in the matter of color 
markings. Here is one of the places where we can easily 
go off on a wrong tangent. In the last anaylsis, the color 
has nothing to do with the characteristics which det=r- 
mine an animal’s greatness. Of course, no one wants to 
defend the purely typical grade markings but let us not 
revive any of the color fads which have had detrimental 
effect upon the progress of the breed. Color fadists have 
been foiled in their efforts simply because they could not 
confine the greatness of animals to their chosen scheme 
of color. 

Without in any way minimizing the ability of the 
splendid judges we have, I doubt seriously if we have 
enough available men to go into the field and cover the 
work as it should be done. One of the best show cows 
ever led into a show ring was turned down by one of the 
foremost judges before she started her show ring career. 
I recall this one incident merely to point out how diver- 
gent are the views of even our best judges. They do not 
see them at all times alike. The placings at our various 
shows makes me wonder if we are yet ready for an arbi- 
trary standard. It would seem that, before that is done 
our judges and professors should go into an exhaustive 
research in an effort to try to point out to us what we 
should look for in our heifer of today to determine what 
shall be our show cow of tomorrow. Very rare indeed 
does the winner in the younger classes go through to a 
top-notch performer in later years. It is proposed by 
some to do the major portion of our selection while the 
animal is yet young and immature. One of our great 
champions was not eagerly sought after at $75 at auction 
as a yearling. I do not know that she would have been 
thrown out in a scheme of selective registration. The 
whole trouble lies in the fact that we are intoxicated with 
the bloom of youth and do not look for those character- 
istics or qualifications which are likely to give us the 
greatest superiority at maturity. I certainly feel that 
we should have a material adjustment of our show ring 
standards in this matter or we are going to fall far short 
of the goal to which we strive. 


In your article, it states that Mr. Houck felt the great- 
est good they have felt in Canada in the matter of the 
selective work is the help which the inspector gives when 
he visits the individual herd. That sort of educational 
work I believe to be the best service that can now be ren- 
dered. It is one of the best pieces of extension work that 
can be promulgated and should be ardently fostered. 


Am glad to note that several speakers at the confer- 
ence realized the importance of more official testing work. 
Too little attention has been given this work in recent 
time. We must ever remember that the ideal is repre- 
sented in “Utility and Beauty” and that, in the last analy- 
sis “Utility” is what we must have and the characteristic 
which has made the Holstein-Friesian cow the greatest 
of all bovine animals.

C. T. Houck, was invited to explain 
its merits before a large and infiu- 
ential committee of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, 
meeting at Chicago on December 28th 
last. So impressed was this commit- 
tee by Mr. Houck’s explanations that 
they recommended to the parent As- 
sociation the adoption of the Canadian plan, with some 
slight modifications. Mr. Houck also addressed, by invi- 
tation, the Michigan State Association on February Ist, 
on the subject of selective registration. We are indeed 
proud to have a president who can give light and leading 
to our fellow-breeders in the United States.

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A Just Proposition 


HERE is now pending in Congress a bill known as the 

Lenroot-Taber Bill which provides in its essential 

requirements that milk and cream imported into this 
country shall be produced under standards similar to those 
which dairymen in this country are required to meet in 
the production of milk used for the same purposes. This 
bill is aimed particularly at Canadian milk and cream 
competing in the New York and other eastern markets. 
This is oniy fair to dairymen of the United States who in 
the New York market particularly are obliged to meet 
exacting standards which are by no means inexpensive to 
carry out. We have no quarrel with the dairymen of 
eastern Canada who have been taking advantage of 
present conditions to secure their share of this outstanding 
market, but we see no reason why they should be per- 
mitted to participate in the advantages of that market 
without being obliged to meet the same requiremenfs as 
the dairymen on this side of the line who are also supply- 
ing it. 

This suggests another point in connection with the 
relations of the dairymen of Canada and United States. 
We refer to the tariff on dairy products. We hesitate to 
get into a discussion of this subject because the whole 
tariff question is such a controversial issue. It is evident, 
however, that there are inequalities in the present tariff 
law on dairy products that ought to be corrected. When 
the present tariff measure was originally adopted, it 
provided for a tariff of six cents a pound on imported 
butter. Under the flexible provisions of the present law, 
President Coolidge increased this to twelve cents a pound, 
having become convinced of the need of this increase. 
The tariff on milk and cream, however, remained un- 
changed so that it is possible to bring in heavy cream from 
Canada and churn into butter in this country with the 
equivalent of a tariff of about six cents a pound on the 
butter thus manufactured. 

Whether you believe in the tariff principle or whether 
you do not, we think all will be. agreed that if there is to 
be a tariff at all it should be consistent and that if butter 
is to be protected to the extent of twelve cents a pound, 
cream from which butter is made and which can be 
shipped in just as easily ought to carry a high enough 
tariff so that butter made from that cream cannot avoid 
fifty per cent of this duty. 

The Canadians are as fair-minded a people as can be 
found anywhere. They recognize these loop holes in our 
laws and regulations and very properly take advantage of 
them. Our observation is that the genera] attitude of 
Canadian dairymen is not one of resentment that the 
dairymen of the United States are trying to correct the 
inequalities, but rather of wonder that they have been 
permitted to go uncorrected as long as they have. 

The Lenroot-Taber Bill seems to have become side- 
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tracked in Committee and with the so-called farm relief 
measures holding the center of the state, it is problematj- 
cal whether this measure can come to a vote in the present 
session of Congress. Dairy organizations and individua} 
dairymen, however, should not allow their representatives 
in Congress to forget that they are interested in the 
passage of this measure. Special attention is called to a 
forceful letter on this subject written by Frank N. Decker 
of Syracuse, appearing elsewhere in this issue.

in districts having less than ten delegates. Members are 
urged to give this matter attention so that each district 
may be assured of a’ representative list of breeders to 
vote on to represent them at the Springfield convention. 
This year’s convention will’ present an unusual oppor- 
tunity to many breeders to visit the offices of the Secre- 
tary at Brattleboro, as this is within convenient driving 
distance from Springfield and a tour, in which all will 
participate, is planned as a part of the program. As the 
Association pays the railroad fare of delegates there is 
no reason why every state cannot be represented at the 
convention with a delegate. The first step in this direc- 
tion is to fill out the nominating petition. Completed 
petitions must be filed with Secretary F. L. Houghton, 
Brattleboro, Vermont, at least ninety days -before the 
annual convention or by March 3, 1927.

A SOUND POINT REGARDING PUBLICATION OF 
HERD BOOK NUMBERS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In the last issue of your paper I saw a request by one 
of the readers for the publication of more pedigrees in 
your magazine. This has prompted me to write you 
regarding something which I have had in mind for some 
time. 

During the past year or two there has developed among 
the breeders an advertising policy of not publishing the 
registration numbers of the animals they are discussing 
in their advertising. This is particularly true of their 
herd sires, where they are advertised continuously. A 
number of times I have had occasion to become interested 
in an animal and wanted to look up the breeding of it or 
something pertaining to it in either the herd book or the 
Advanced Register Approved Book, and I would have no 
way of doing this without writing for the registration 
number. I find that even in the descriptive matter and 
stories in your magazine, very few registration numbers 
are printed following the names of the animals. I can not 
help feeling that especially in the case of the men that 
are advertising herd sires, the registration numbers should 
be published. 

I also see a tendency on the part of the breeders to 
advertise and impress upon the minds of the reading 
public nick-names for their herd sires. I recognize this 
has a certain amount of advertising value, but here again 
I feel where this is used, somewhere in small type some 
reference to the full name and registration number of the 
animal should be made. Otherwise they are missing some 
opportunities to clinch the interest of some breeders who 
may be sufficiently interested to want to look up full 
information regarding the animal advertised.

NEW YORK STATE REFUSES TO 
HARRISBURG ASSOCIATION 


Under a decision of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court handed down under date of November 18, 
1926, the State of New York still refuses to recognize the 
registry certificates of the Holstein-Friesian Registry 
Association, Inc., at Harrisburg, Pa., as proof of pure 
breeding in the payment of tuberculosis indemnities. The 
matter came into court some time previous when G. S. 
VanGorder, of Buffalo, who has been handling the 
“nuisance cases’’ which Harrisburg outfit has been bring- 
ing against the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
for the past several years, brought a Mandamus action in 
behalf of Albert Beckley to force the Commissioner of 
Farms and Markets of the State of New York to aliow the 
pure bred scale of prices as indemnity for a Holstein- 
Friesian bull owned by him and registered in the herd 
book of the Holstein-Friesian Registry Association, Inc. 
The case was decided in favor of the State of New York 
which had refused to recognize this particular animal as 
a@ pure bred Holstein-Friesian and VanGorder, accordingly, 
took an appeal to the Appellate Division, which confirmed 
the decision of the lower court with costs. 

The lower court refused to grant the Order of Man- 
damus requested on the somewhat technical ground that 
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such an order could be granted only in case the Commis- 
sioner of Farms and Markets had refused to act to 
appraise the, animal in question, when, in fact, the Com- 
missioner had acted in appraising the animal as a grade. 
The Appellate Division, in upholding the decision of the 
lower court, stated that while the technical objection was 
proper, if it had been properly brought before them they 
would have held that the Commissioner of Farms and 
Markets was within his rights under the laws of the 
State of New York to consider this animal as a grade and 
deny recognition to the certificates of the Holstein- 
Friesian Registry Association, Inc., of Harrisburg, Pa. 

Although Pennsylvania and one or two other states, 
whose laws in this particular are somewhat loosely 
worded, have decided they could not refuse to recognize 
the Harrisburg Association, there is a considerably larger 
number of the most important Holstein states that have 
definitely refused to recognize the certificates of that 
association as proof of pure breeding in the payment of 
tuberculosis indemnities. In such cases, the Federal 
indemnity also will be lost, as the Federal Government 
pays the indemnity on the same basis as the several states, 
That is, for this purpose, the Federal] Bureau makes no 
effort to check up on the grade or pure bred status of the 
animals tested, but pays its awards upon the certification 
of the state returns. Evidently, even the officers of the 
Harrisburg Association are not too confident of the 
permanence of their record as we are informed that 
several of them continue to keep up their registrations in 
the herd book of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America as before.

HARRISBURG REGISTRY ASSOCIATION HOLDS 
ANNUAL MEETING 

About thirty members of the Holstein-Friesian Regis- 
try Association, Inc., attended the annual meeting of that 
organization at Harrisburg, Pa., January 26, 1927. Sec’y- 
Treas. H. C. Reynolds submitted no formal printed report 
regarding the affairs of the association, but merely gave 
these in informal style. He stated 6,403 certificates of 
registry and transfer had been issued during the past year 
and that there had been a membership gain of 148.

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reputed “angel” of the publication ryn by H. C. Reynolds, 
and S. R. Miiler did most of the talking in the meeting 
and moving and seconding of resolutions, George Steven- 
son not being present. The meeting voted to instruct the 
secretary to keep records of all cow testing association 
performances of cattle registered in its books, such in- 
formation to be given out upon application. Action of 
last year by which the secretary was instructed to place 
such records upon the registry certificates was rescinded, 
never having been put into operation. 

The election of officers was conducted harmoniously, 
with the following result:

The association viewed an interesting set of lantern 
slides, shown by E. B. Bennett. Many of them were made 
from photographs taken by himself in this country and 
in Holland and Italy. A resolution was adopted opposing 
the giving of prizes by any record association for the mak- 
ing of abnormal records.

May Echo Sylvia, Canadian owned 
but supervised by both the Canadian 
and American Associations is the 
only cow to surpass this milk pro- 
duction, which she did two different 
years. The 30-day record is equally 
sensational, being 3.910.6 lbs. milk, 
159.46 lbs. butter. The highest pre- 
vious record in the United States 
was that of the California cow, 
Raphaella Johanna Aaggie 3rd with 
3,785.1 Ibs. milk, 129.46 lbs. butter. 
Here again May Echo Sylvia is the 
only cow exceeding her, with 4,196.9 
Ibs. milk. The best 7-day milk record 
of May Echo Sylvia was 1,005.8 Ibs. 


The new champion combines plenty 
of show type and breeding with her 
great production. At Illinois State 
Fair in ‘1925 she was first prize four- 
year-old and a strong contender for 
Senior Championship. Her sire, King 
Segis Johanna Ormsby 163801 was 
first prize two-year-old at the Nation- 
al Dairy Show in 1916 and all around 
the western fair circuit that year. 
He headed the Galloway-Messer 
Farms Show string, and a large oil 
painting of him adorns the lobby of 
the Russell-Lamson Hotel in Water- 
loo, Iowa to this day. Further 
details of this great record and of the 
care and feed given are being made 
public through the medium of the 
Extension Service, and will be passed 


cn to our readers as soon as avail- 
able.

service and will have been. mated with 
forty good heifers by the last of next 
month. Her youngest son, Winterthur Bess 
Ormsby Herald, born December 26, 1926, is 
a son of Winterthur Bess Burke Best. He 
will also be retained for service. 

Of her six offspring now at Winterthur, 
three, “Boast,” “Great” and the heifer, 
“Firstlady,” are all sired by her own full 
brother, King of the Ormsbys. “Donségis” 
is sired by Sir Inka Prilly, one of the 
former herd sires at Winterthur, and 
“Kona” is sired by Meadow Holm Ona 
Ormsby, an Ona show bull, owned at Dela- 
ware State College, who has three times 
been grand champion at Delaware State 
Fair. The youngest son, Winterthur Bess 
Ormsby Herald, is sired by Winterthur 
Bess Burke Best, who is a son of King of 
the Ormsbys and Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d. It is interesting to note that. this lat- 
est calf gets 100% of his blood from Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and _ Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2d. When the daughter, 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby Firstlady, drops 
her calf by “Best,” this calf will also get 
100% of its blood from Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes and Spring Brook Bess Burke 
2d.

Until his recent death, King of the 
Ormsbys, a full brother to Bess Johanna 
Ormsby, was senior herd sire at Winter- 
thur. His 100th A. R. daughter has just 
been reported and he thus becomes the first 
century son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes. One of his daughters has just been 
reported with 1,120 lbs. as a four-year-old, 
another has 1,083 lbs. as a four-year-old and 
a third 1,069 lbs. at full age.

This pur- 
chase included in addition to Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2d herself, her daughter, Bess 
Johanna Ormsby, and her maternal grand- 
daughter, Bess Mercedes Korndyke, who 
later made a 1,000-lb. record. She has two 
good proven sons at Winterthur, Winter- 
thur King Ormsby Accrue, sired by King 
of the Ormsbys, and Winterthur Bess 
Burke Duobess, whose first daughter has 
just made a 23-lb. two-year-old record. He 
is a son of Winterthur Bess Burke Best. 
The Bess Burke 2d family at Winterthur 
now includes in addition to Bess Johanna 
Ormsby and her daughter and sons, with 
offspring of the latter, a fine lot of daugh- 
ters of King of the Ormsbys, several great 
sons, including Winterthur Bess Burke 
Best, with many promising daughters of 
these young sires, the sons of Bess Mer- 
cedes Korndyke and their offspring. 

Bess Johanna Ormsby has been almost con- 
stantly in the limelight ever since Janu- 
ary, 1919, when she made her first 40-Ib.

For the benefit 
of those who have not been follow- 
ing the past history of this great 
cow, we might say that she was bred 
by E. C. Schroeder, Moorhead, Minn., 
where she freshened as a senior two- 
year-old, making a 25-lb. record with 
881 lbs. butter in the year. After the 
close of her year record and while 
carrying her second calf, she was pur- 
chased with her dam and other rela- 
tives by Winterthur Farms, where 
her second calf was born and all of 
her latter calves bred and developed. 

She is the largest record daughter 
of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes in 
either short or long test, as well as 
his most persistent year after year 
producer. She is a daughter of 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d, with 
four year records from 1,000 to 1,290 
Ibs. butter and four seven-day records 
from 30 to 38.23 lbs. Bess Johanna 
Ormsby is the only four times 1,000- 
Ib. daughter of a four-times 1,000-lb. 
dam and she completes the world’s 
champion three-generation group of 
yearly producers of any breed. 

Bess Johanna Ormsby is a full sis- 
ter to King of the Ormsbys, the lat- 
est Century sire.

DAIRY IMPROVEMENT 
PROGRAM 
Oswego County, New York, one of 
the pioneer communities of the 
United States in the breeding of pure 
bred Holstein cattle and one ‘of the 
leading dairy counties of the Empire 
State has perfected an organization 
for the purpose of fostering an inten- 
sive five-year dairy improvement -pro- 
gram the purpose of which is to 
improve the condition of the farmers 
of the county and also to make 
Oswego County nationally known as 
the kome of good eattle. At the 
present time there are about 53,000 
to 55,000 head of dairy stock in the 
county, including some of the best 
bloodlines and most famous individ- 
uals in the whole country. Practi- 
cally all cattle in the county have 
been tuberculin tested under the 
area plan and there are at present 
over one thousand fully accredited 
herds. The land is primarily adapted 
to dairy farming and is well located 
from the standpoint of a fluid milk 

market. 

As the first step in the five-year 
program, a county dairy council has 
been organized, made up of twenty- 
five delegates from the Pomona 
Grange, Farm Bureau, Dairymen’s 
League, county breeders’ clubs, Junior 
Board, Home Bureau, Banker’s Asso- 
ciation, and the Chambers of Com- 
merce and service clubs of the towns 
and cities located within the county. 
The principal project at the start will 
be the dairy improvement club, which 
has been in operation for the past 
three years and which, it is hoped 
through this effort, will be largely 
expanded. One means of centering 
attention upon this work will be the 
selection each year of three master 
dairymen, who will be awarded prizes 
of $100 each to be used for a trip to 
the National Dairy Show as a reward 
in recognition for having made the 
best improvement in their herds and 


dairy management during the preced- 


ing year. Medals also will be awarded 
to all herds averaging 300 lbs. or more 
butterfat in the dairy improvement 
association. The annual field day is 
to be held on the third Saturday in 
June and the initial event will be 
held this year at Kingsford Farms, 
Oswego. A sale of desirable pure 
bred bulls will feature this program 
as a Means of improving the standard 
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ef sires used in the herds of the 
county. President Lowden, of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, has been invited to deliver the 
address of the afternoon. Initiative 
in this unique and promising under- 
taking came from County Agent Fred 
B. Morris, who is secretary and chief 
executive officer of the Council. The 
progress of this program will be 
watched with much interest not only 
by other counties but by states as 
well. -—

HOUSE DECIDES ON PRIORITY 
FOR FARM RELIEF BILL 

The House probably will begin con- 
sideration of farm relief legislation 
on February 8, Representative Tilson 
(Rep.), of New Haven, Conn., major- 
ity leader of the House, announced 
from the floor on January 31 after the 
committee on rules had given prior- 
ity to such legislation by approval ofa 
special rule to bring up the farm bill 
(House Bill No. 15474), introduced 
by Representative Haugen (Rep.), of 
Northwood, Iowa, chairman of the 
committee on agriculture. 

The Haugen bill pruposes to estab- 
lish a Federal Farm Board to aid in 
the orderly marketing and in the con- 
trol and disposition of surpluses of 
agricultural commodities. The bill 
contemplates that cotton, wheat, corn, 
rice and swine shall be considered as 
“basic agricultural commodities,” sur 
pluses of which the board would con- 
trol. 

An appropriation of $250,000,000 
would be authorized by the bill for 
use as a “revolving fund” by the 
board. An “equalization fee” would 
be imposed on the units of the prod- 
ucts sold under the operation of the 
board for the continuance of this “re- 
volving fund.” The bill also would 
authorize appropriation of $500,000 
for administrative expenses of the 
Federal Farm. Board. 

The bill introduced by Representa 
tive Crisp, which, he announced at 
the meeting of the committee on 
rules, will be offered as a substitute 
for the Haugen bill, provides for 2 
similar Federal Farm Board. The 
Board would be empowered to declare 
an “emergency” with regard to any 
agricultural product, which shall be 
made known publicly. 

Advances for working capital to the 
cooperative associations interested in 
this product would then be made by 
the board to enable the cooperative 
associations “to purchase, store, mer- 
chandise or otherwise dispose of such 
portion of the commodity concerned 
as may be responsible for unduly de- 
pressing the price thereof.” An ap- 
propriation equal to that provided in 
the Haugen bill would be authorized 
by the Crisp bill. 

Plan of Mr. Aswell 


The measure introduced and spon- 
sored by Representative Aswell pro- 
vides that “wheat, cotton, corn and 
swine, rice and tobacco” shall be 
known es “basic agricultural com- 
modities.” The bill also provides for

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creation of a Federal Farm Board to 


aid in the orderly marketing and dis- 
position of surplus agricultural com- 
modities. 

It provides that whenever the 
board finds that an emergency exists 
as to any of the farm products cov- 
ered by the bill, a Federal agricul- 
tural export corporation shall be 
established. The corporation would 
be given authority by the bill to pur- 
chase the basic agricultural commod- 
ity and the food products thereof; to 
operate storage warehouses to store 
and process such commodity and prod- 
ucts; to export such commodity and 
products; and to sell such commod- 
ity and products in domestic and 
foreign markets. 

The Aswell bill also provides for 
authorization of appropriations simi- 
lar to those sought in the Haugen and 
Crisp bills. 

It was suggested on the floor of 
the House on January 31 by Repre- 
sentative Whittington (Dem.), of 
Greenwood, Miss., that the McNary 
bill as introduced in the Senate and 
the Haugen bill as introduced in the 
House be amended in order to give 
added protection to the _ cotton 
grower. 

Mr. Whittington suggested that the 
equalization fee provided in both bills 
be eliminated from cotton, that from 
$50,000 to $75,000 be taken from the 
revolving fund for the purpose of pro- 
viding insurance on cotton, and that 
the Farm Loan Act be amended so 
that the market price on cotton could 
be advanced to growers. He stated 
that all basic commodities mentioned 
in the McNary bill and the Haugen 
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bill with the exception of cotton 
were protected by tariff. 





LIVESTOCK OF SOUTHERN MEXI- 
CO BARRED BY NEW U. S. 
REGULATION 


To guard against the possible intro- 
duction of foot-and-mouth disease 
from Mexico the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has issued an 
amendment to its regulations which 
is expected to strengthen the rigid 
quarantine measures already in force. 
The new safeguard is officially desig- 
nated as Amendment 5 to B. A. I. 
Order 281. It provides, briefly, that 
no susceptible animals and no hay, 
straw, or other feeding material orig- 
inating in the southern part of Mexi- 
co where the disease is suspected to 
exist, shall be admitted into the 
United States. The amendment fur- 
ther orders that no hides, skins, or 
other animal by-products originating 
in or unloaded within the designated 
portion of Mexico shall be admitted, 
unless disinfected under the supervi- 
sion of a United States Bureau of 
Animal Industry Inspector. The 
method of disinfecting is prescribed. 

The new amendment is now in 
effect. It was promulgated by the 
Secretary of Agriculture under author- 
ity of an act of Congress giving the 
department broad power to establish 
necessary safeguards for the protec- 
tion of United States livestock.

Our Organization 

“The beginning of the year 1927 
finds us much in a position that is 
best illustrated by a little story. On 
the morning of the certain New Year, 
a mother was telling her little three 
year-old son about New Year’s, and 
in closing her remarks she said, ‘So 
now you see we have New /Year’s’ 
and after a moment’s hesitation the 
little son came back with this ques- 
tion, ‘What are you going to do with 
it, mother?’ 

“This is just about the position that 
we find ourselves in at the present 
time as far as our State Holstein 
Association is concerned. From the 
standpoint of members, we have the 
largest membership at the present 
time in the history of.our organiza- 
tion as well as having the largest 
Holstein Association of any state in 
the Union. Much of this renewed 
interest in our breed and in our 
organization has been brought about 
through the fact that our Association 
has secured definite results in the 
promotion of the breed during the 
past few years in the pure bred sire 
campaign work, and as our Directors 
have decided to discontinue the gen- 
eral pure bred sire campaign because 
of the enormous growth of our State 
Association, it is felt that we can 
secure even greater results through 
devoting all of our efforts to our own 
breed during the coming year. Al- 
though we have thirty-five counties 
affiliated with our State Association 
at the present time this number we 
feel will be well over the fifty mark 
before summer, and it should give 
us an organization through which 
very definite results can be accom- 
plished in the future. 

“Our so-called County Manager 
Plan has worked out wonderfully 
successful in the few counties in 
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which it was tried during the past 
year, and this will be our major 
undertaking in the coming year inso- 
iar aS our organization is concerned, 
This plan calls for employing a local 
secretary or county manager whose 
jcob it is to supervise the sale o: all 
pure bred Holsteins, co-operating with 
the breeders and through our State 
Association in making this work as 
efficient as possible. In addition to 
taking care of the buying and Selling 
of all surplus females, it is also 
expected that this service will develop 
into a pure bred sire sel'ing agency, 
whereby the man who represents the 
county or territory breed association 
will also assist the local breeders in 
disposing of their pure bred sires. 
This work, if developed successtully, 
will take care of the surplus Hol- 
steins that breeders have for sale and 
will overcome the greatest difficulty 
that the business has at-the present 
time. 

“It is the plan on the part of the 
State Association, as this develops, 
to advertise Minnesota Holsteins in 
a national way and then as prospec- 
tive buyers.are secured, to get them 
in touch with local county managers, 
who will complete the work of selling 
the available cattle. 

“Our boys and girls calf clubs will 
also come in for considerable atten- 
tion during the coming year as this 
work has shown a marked increase 
in enrollment during the last three 
years, and we should secure a like 
increase for the coming year. 

“A herd test plan, followed in a 
manner the work that is being carried 
on in the state of Wisconsin, will al- 
so come in for considerable attention, 
as that is a very important factor in 
popularizing Holsteins from a par- 
ticular territory such as our State 
Association covers. 

“Cow Testing Association work and 
tuberculosis eradication will also 
come in for the usual attention, as 
it is a well known fact in the majority 
of counties where this work has been 
carried on that the Holstein breeder 
has been the active force in getting 
these undertakings started. 

“Holstein exhibits at county fairs 
as well as educational exhibits at 
county fairs will also come in for 
their usual effort on the part of the 
organization as these exhibits are a 
big factor in getting farmers through- 
out the state interested in Holstein 
cattle. : 

“Plans are also being made to 
organize a publicity departmen: on 
Holsteins which will co-operate with 
the local county associations in prop- 
erly distributing necessary informa- 
tion throughout the state in local, 
farm and daily press. 

“As far as our organization is con- 
cerned, we wish to impress upon each 
individual member the necessity of 
his co-operation in making our work 
a success. The employees of the 
state association or its directors and 
officers or the directors and officers 
of the County Association cannot 
accomplish very much if the individ- 
ual breeders will not give their co- 
operation in every way possible. We 
realize that we make mistakes in 
carrying on our efforts in the promo- 
tion of Holsteins, and that  often- 
times members feel that we are not

The Spring Dell herd, Milford, New Jersey, started over twenty years ago, 
the oldest established pure bred herd in Hunterdon County, N. J., full accred- 
ited, will be dispersed shortly at public auction.

We 
got out at 2:30 a. m. to milk and I 
met myself going to bed as I was get- 
ting up several times, but he was 
making money. There are great pros- 
pects for the dairy business in Flori- 
da if one has a small herd and handles 
good stuff.”

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DECKER URGES SUPPORT OF LEN- 
ROOT-TABER BILL 
Editor’s Note: Frank Decker sends us 
copy of the following letter recently ad- 
dressed by him to Fred I. Pinckney, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Onondaga Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Cooperative Association. We are 
glad to pass it on to our readers as a 
sound view on a vexing subject. 

The Lenroot-Taber Bill now report- 
ed temporarily side tracked in Con- 
gress should have the _ support of 
every dairyman in Onondaga County. 

If rightly informed the prevailing 
price of a can of 40% Canadian cream 
laid down in Syracuse in can or car- 
load lots is $22.50, while the prevail- 
ing price of our inspected cream is 
$26.00, a difference of $3.50. 

The importation of milk and cream 
from Canada and other countries in- 
to New York State has been increas- 
ing at an alarming rate. The recent 
Coolidge increase of 50% on imported 
butter, though somewhat helpful, does 
not protect us against the importa- 
tion of milk and cream, which in 
turn can be converted into butter 
when imported and defeat the in- 
creased butter tariff. Moreover, im- 
ported cream, particularly, so easy 
of importation is in competition and 
underselling our own home produced 
sanitary product and _ continues to 
disasterously affect our local market. 

The tariff is creating a situation 
requiring dairymen here in Ononda- 
ga County to compete under rigid 
rules of sanitation on the same basis 
less only a low tariff, for our local 
market, against a product produced 
on Canadian farms, remote from con- 
gested centers upon land presumably 
less heavily taxed and above all out- 
side of the influence of our rigid 
health regulations. 

Among the most important products 
Onondaga farmers produce for mar- 
ket are (1) milk, (2) cattle, (3) hay. 
At present the market on these farm 
products is being taken from us by 
importation, a large part of which 
comes into this section, at least, from 
Canada. 

The distressing burdens of farm 
production are constantly increasing 
as a result of the prices the farmer 
pays for what he buys and gets for 
what he sells. If existing inequities 
are to be equalized, either the present 
market for farm produce must be 


forced up by arbitrary legislation, if 
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necessary, or else products of other 
industries must be let down by with- 
drawing unwarranted protection. 

The Lenroot-Taber Bill brings up 
the additional consideration of ab- 
stract justice. Fairly, it seeks to re- 
quire Canadian milk producers to 
maintain certain health standards 
similar to those exacted of, American 
producers, when such imported pro- 
duct is entered in competition with 
our own product produced under the 
standards of production insisted upon 
here in America. 

At the time when reciprocity with 
Canada was up and later defeated 
by Canada, I had quoted to me in 
Montreal _ this: “Canada cannot 
afford to sell it’s birthright for a bad 
penny.” By the same token, the 
Canadian penny should not by Ameri- 
can legislation be made worth more 


than the American penny. Adven- 
tage should not be given Canadian 
producers by admitting their  pro- 


duct regardless of quality to compete 
here against our products of a quality 
produced under exacting health re- 
strictions.

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Advanced Registration system and 
if their dams have a good average 
per cent of fat. Bulls like the above 
are picked up before they become ten 
months old. 

I believe that Canadian breeders 
are going to be faced with a great 
shortage of pure bred Holsteins in the 
near future, which fact I would attrib- 
ute to several reasons. 

Our Hostein field men have been 
doing good work. Over one hundred 
two-year-old heifers have been 
shipped to Quebec in a few weeks 
time through the efforts of the Que- 
bec field man. Dozens of Ontario 
breeders are being advised to scrap 
their inferior bulls and secure better 
ones which they are doing. 

I think the main reason for the 
great improvement is due to im- 
proved conditions in agriculture. The 
1925 crop was a bumper one, along 
with high prices for cheese, butter 
milk and cream and this left the 
farmer and cattle breeder in a better 
financial position than he has been 
for the last five years. Consequently, 
new men are beginning to breed pure 
bred Holsteins and the old breeders 
are filled with hope and courage. 

Canada is a big country with many 
sections waiting to be stocked with 
the great Black and Whites. I can 
see nothing but a_ bright happy 
future for the man who is breeding 
the right kind of Holstein cattle. 

Sir Francy Mercena Burke, the Mc-

It 
seems to us that in scoring a bull, he 
should be given credit, or demerit 
for the type of his daughters when 
he reaches the age of five years 
After all else is said and done, if a 
bull does not sire good type along 
Mn Peary production, he should

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

You may be interested to know 
that my heifer, Lady Korndyke 
Creamelle Johanna 774045, has fin- 
ished a year record of 19,139.6 Ibs. 
milk and 834.0 Ibs. butter in 345 days 
as a junior three-year-old. In 305 
days, she made 18,085.6 Ibs. milk and 
779 lbs. butter. She is due to freshen 
in time to qualify for the 305-day divi- 
sion. I won many prizes with this 
heifer while I was in the Calf Club. 
This last ‘fall I showed her at the 
Eastern States Exposition and placed 
in a strong class of four-year-olds, 
and at the Three-County Fair at 
Northampton where she was grand 
champion. 

My father’s cow, Katy De Kol 
Burke 618011, has finished a year rec- 
ord of 21,865 Ibs. milk and 1,100 Ibs. 
butter at 6 years, and 19,677.9 Ibs. 
milk and 975 lbs. butter in 305 days. 
She is due to freshen soon. She was 
second prize aged cow at the North- 
ampton Fair in 1925 and 1926. She 
made 29 lbs. butter in 7 days. We 
are using her son as a herd sire. He 
won first three times at the North- 
ampton Fair. 

We have two other junior three- 
year-olds that are doing very well. 
One of them, Midfield Wayne 1070929, 
has made 20,612.1 lbs. milk, 867.4 Ibs. 
butter -in 305 days and will make 
over 23,000 lbs for the year and close 
to 1,000 Ibs. butter.

Mr. P. J. Salley gives notice that 
he will move to amend Article V. 
Section 3, of the Constitution and 
By-Laws of the Association by strik- 
ing out said section and substituting 
therefor the following: 

“The Annual Meeting of the Associ- 
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ation shall be held alternately at 
Toronto and Montreal at such time 
as the Executive Committee may 
decide.” 

Mr. C. T. Houck gives notice that 
he will move to amend Article VI of 
the Constitution and By-Laws by the 
addition of the following: 

“To be eligible. for registration in the 
Extra class a bull must be at least an 
XX bull, and he must have at least 
fifty per cent. of his daughters available 
for inspection graded as ‘Excellent’ in 
the Department of Advanced Registra- 
tion of Females. In order to be eligible 
for inspection he must have at least 20 
milking daughters. 

“The Department of Advanced Regis- 
tration of Females — comprise five 
classes, viz.: Poor, Fair, Good, Excellent, 
and Gold Medal. To be eligible for 
advanced registration a female must 
have freshened at least once and must 
be duly recorded in the Herd Book of the 
Association. The official scale of points 
for the breed shail be the basis of scor- 
ing for conformation. The cost of 
inspection shall be borne by the Associa- 
tion and the official inspectors appointed 
by the Association. 

“The inspection fee for admission to 
the Department of Advanced Registra- 
tion of females shall be 50 cents per 
animal, and the fee for the official cer- 
tificate shall also be 50 cents per animal. 

“The entire herd of milking age must 
be subbmitted for inspection. In case 
an animal is classified as Poor the owner 
may return the certificate of registration 
to the Secretary of the Association for 
cancellation, in which case he shall be 
entitled to a refund of two dollars. 

“In case of a dispute or difference as 
to the classification the owner may 
appeal to a board of arbitration and the 
registration papers of animals classed 
as Poor shall be held for 60 days in the 
office of the Association. The cost of 
re-inspection shall be borne by the 
owner. 

“The classification shall be as follows: 
Poor—Animals scoring less than 50 per 
cent. in each of the main divisions of 
the scale of points. 

Fair—Animals scoring from 50 to 60 per 
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cent. in each of the main divisions of 
the scale of points. 

Good—Animals scoring from 60 to 75 per 
cent in each of the main divisions of 
the scale of points. : 
Excellent—Animals scoring from 75 to 85 
per cent. in each of the main divisions 
of the scale of points and, in addition, 
having a record 50 per cent. above the 
standard for qualification in the regular 
divisions of the Record of Performance 
or the Record of Merit, or 33 1-3 per 
cent above the standard in the twice-a- 
day milking divisions of the Record of 
Performance, 

Gold Medal—Animals scoring more than 
85 per cent. in each of the main divisions 
of the scale of points and in addition, 
having a record 50 per cent. above the 
standard of qualification in the regular 
divisions of the Record of Performance 
or the Record of Merit, or 33 1-3 per 
cent. above the standard in the twice-a- 
day milking divisions. 

“The Advanced Registration of Females 
shall not be compulsory and shall in no 
way affect the existing system of regis- 
tration.”’

fat for the year. Their entire herd 
milked but twice a day averaged 
439.7 lbs. Of butterfat for the year. 

The first daughters of Sir Aaggie to 
freshen are just completing their 
year’s records semi-officially and in 
the Los Angeles County Cow Testing 
Association and it was mainly through 
the showing of his daughters and his 
1,319-lb. butter records behind him 
that Mr. Frampton purchased him. 
Because of the good showing of his 
daughters and the hope that we have 
for them as they become more mature 
we are retaining a half interest in 
him.

Just about ten pounds of butter 
under the world’s record for her age 
in Class B., is the record just re- 
ported for Pabst Prilly WSileen, a 


daughter of King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly, bred and developed at Pabst 
Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis. Accord- 


ing to owner’s figures she has 917.11 
lbs. butter from 19,988.6 lbs. milk asa 
junior two-year-old in Class B, the 
classification for three-times-a-day 
milking. She thus takes second place 
for butter and also second for milk, 
world’s record being 
927.22 lbs. butter from 23,792.1 Ibs. 
milk, made by Jewel Pietertje Clo- 
thilde Fayne at Carnation Milk 
Farms. 

Pabst Farms also report a 1,000- 
lb. record on another of their daugh- 
ters of Chimacum Spring Farm King 
Pontiac. She is Lady Aldamoor Pon- 
tiac with 1,017.13 Ibs. butter from 24,- 
659.3 lbs. milk, and is the third 
daughter of her sire to make a 1,000- 
Ib. record. 





SUMMARY OF A YEAR’S WORK 
IN MICHIGAN 


The year 1926 has passed and we 
look back with considerable satisfac- 
tion on the results accomplished in 
the bovine tuberculosis eradication 
campaign. Sixty-three thousand, four 
hundred seventy-eight herds including 
488,289 cattle were tested and 8,629 
reactors were found. Thirty-three 
and three-tenths per cent of all the 
cattle in the state were tested 
under state and federal supervision 
during the year and only 1.76% infec- 
tion was found. A brief statement of 
the status of the work at the begin- 
ning and the close of the year shows 
that great progress was made. 

On January I, 1926, there were 19 
modified accredited counties in Michi- 
gan, work was in progress in 15 
counties and 22 counties were on the 
waiting list. Thus 56 counties had 
adopted the area plan of eradication 
at the beginning of the year, leav- 
ing 3 upper peninsula countiés and 
24 in the lower peninsula in which no 
action had been taken. 

On January 1, 1927, the modified 
accredited counties had been in- 
creased to 34, work was in progress 
in 21 counties with 17 counties on 
the waiting list. Thus, on January 
1, 1927, only 11 counties in the State 
of Michigan, 2 in the upper and 9 
in the lower peninsula, had failed to 
take action in this important matter. 
At the same time there were 114,210 
herds including 873,988 cattle under 
state and federal supervision in Michi- 
gan with 57,257 herds representing 
494,168 cattle on the waiting list. 

During the calendar year 1925 the 
testing covered 49,013 herds includ- 
ing 399,666 cattle while during the 
year justi closed 63,478 herds and 
488,289 cattle were tested. This 
shows an increase of 22.2% during 
1926 as compared to 1925.
